WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (AP) 
—The Weather Bureau today 
predicted colder than normal 
temperatures for a great part of 
the ‘nation, particularly the east, 
from now until mid-March.

He Says Britain Has 
Forged Ahead of U.S. 
in Development of Nu- 
clear Power.

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J., Feb. 
16 «UP)—The Dixon-Yates con- 
tract controversy has impeded 
American development of atom- 
ic power and is seriously im- 
pairing our future atomic weap- 
ons program, Senator Albert 
Gore (Dem.), Tennessee, said 
today. 

“Is it any wonder that Great 
Britain has forged ahead of the 
United States in the develop- 
ment of atomic power?” Gore 


said in an address before the 
National Rural Electric Co- 
operative Association conven- 
tion. “Our Atomic Energy 
Commission has been busy with 
the Dixon-Yates contract. 

“Unless the AEC rids itself 
of this controversy, we will fall 
further behind. It has not. only 
impeded American development 
of atomic power, but is serious- 
ly impairing our future atomic 
weapons program 

AEC Staff ‘Raided. 

Gore said “large vested inter- 
ests” are raiding the AEC’s 
technical staff to get on the in- 
side of atomic power develop- 
ment. The fight for monopoly 
in the atomic field has begun 
and the atomic law must be 
strengthened to protect the 
“public interest,” he said. 

“Something must be done, 
within reason,” he said, “to 
carb the voracious raiding of 
the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion’s technical staff by large 
vested interests.” 

In the new, untried field of 
atomic energy, Gore said, “the 
cards are so stacked in favor 

of one who has been inside and 
continues to have access to the 
inside.” 

‘Monopoly of Know-How.’ 


This circumstance, he said, “is 
presently operating to disrupt 
the atomic energy commission 
staff and to build a monopoly '' 
of know-how within the contro! | 
of large vested interests.’ 


Gore, a member of the Joint. 
Congressional Atomic Energy 
Committee, cited in partieglar | 
the case of Gen. Kenneth D. | 
Nichols, who is resigning his | 
$20,000-a-year post as AEC gen-'.. 
eral manager to go into private | . 
industry. 

Noting that Nichols has ex- 
pressed a desire to earn more 
money for the education of his 
children, Gore said the former 
Army officer will have an in- 
creased earning capacity ‘one 
report was $100,000 a year) be- 
ceause he will take with him 
“a special kind of knowledge 
which is- extremely hard to 
come by.” 

e Suggests Methods. 


Gore suggested that some way 
must be found to include former 
AEC employes in the conflict of 
interest laws restricting the 
right of former federal employes 
to deal with the Government on 

“matters in which they were en- 
gaged while in the Government. 


Gore also made these sugges- 
tions for strengthening the 
“atomic law, which he said falls 
“considerably short of adequate 
protection of the public inter- 
est.” 


1. Patent safeguards must be 
strengthened to permit “fair and 
reasonably open competition.” 


2. Immediate Government con- 
struction of a reactor to produce 
power in commercial quantities. 
This reactor, Gore said, would 
establish “‘a yardstick’’ for the 
cost of atomic power and break 
“the present program of inac- 
tion.” 


Senator William Langer (Rep..), | 
North Dakota, chairman of the 
Senate subcommittee which in- 
vestigated the Dixon-Yates con- 
tract, said the President would 
be “hallowed in the Bankers 
Club of New York as the most 
generous President in history” 
if he continued his role of ‘“will- 
ing handmaiden of the power 
monopoly.” 

Langer demanded an immedi- 
ate, “full-fledged investigation of 
the power industry and the pri- 
vate monopolies of the utilities.”

Defense Depattment 
Counsel to Seek Legis- 
lation to Close Secur- 
ity Gap, He Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (AP) 
+-The Defense Department said 
today it needs new authority to 
get known Communists and sub- 
versives fired from platits hold- 
ing military contracts. 

To close a gap in its new in- 
dustrial security program, de- 
partment general counsel Wil- 
ber Brucker said, the Pentagon 
will seek such authority through 
legislation. The last session of 
Congress did not grant a similar 
request. 

Brucker said the new pro- 
gram, announced Feb. 2, will 
go into effect in the first week 
in April and that the hope is it 
will overcome deficiencies in 
operation of the system followed 
for 18 months. 

Fairer System. 

“We felt that we could do 
better than we were doing,” 
Brucker said, adding that the 
more centralized machinery pro- 
vided in a directive recently 
signed by Secretary of Defense 
Charles E. Wilson would be 
faire rto workers in defense 
plants and at the same time 
strengthen the national security. 

Talking with reporters, he ex- 
og on a formal statement 

y the department dealing with 
the new program, 

Brucker said the regional sys- 
tem now in effect had resulted 
in delays in the handling of se- 
curity cases. Other shortcom- 
ings, he said, were a “more than 
desirable” number of suspen- 
sions of individual workers be- 
fore the full facts could be de- 
veloped an dsome inadequate 
and unfair formal charges 
against workers. 

Retained. 

Brucker said the new system 
will retain plant security officers 
and the three hearing boards in 
San Francisco, Chicago and New 
York, but that the task of 
screening and reviewing will be 
centralized in the Pentagon. 

Plant security officers will re- 
tain authority to order security 
suspensions in emergency cases, 
he said, but most suspensions 
hereafter will be ordered only 
after cases are considered by 
the Defense Department screen- 
ing board. In every case where 
a suspension is decided or a 
clearance revoked by a split de- 
cision of the screening board, 
the new industrial security di- 
rector at the Pengaton will 
automatically refer the case to a 
review board. 

The security director, not yet 
appointed by Wilson, will also 
have authority to refer to the 
review board any unusual cases 
for those involving difficult de- 
cisions. 


Smith Act Effective Against 
Reds, Says Brownell. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 16 (UP)—Ap- 
plication of the Smith Act to- 
ward members of the Commu- 
nist party is “our most effec- 
tive weapon” against the Reds, 
Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell Jr. said yesterday. 

Brownell addressed the annual 
winter meeting of the Inland 
Daily Press Association. He re- 
ferred in his speech to the sen- 
tencing of Claude Lightfoot, con- 
victed of violating the Smith 
Act in being a member of the 
Communist party with full 
knowledge of its alms at violent 
overthrow of the Government. 

In discussing the benefits of 
the Eisenhower Administration 
had succeeded in restoring “lost 
confidence.” 

Brownell said the Lightfoot 
case resulted in a “very im- 
portant victory for our depart- 
ment in our drive to destroy 
the Communist conspiracy.” 

He said the Smith Act under 
which Lightfoot was convicted 
had been on the books a long 
time, but had never been used 
with respect to its ‘“‘membership” 
provision. 

“We believe it is the most 
effective of our weapons against 
Communism,” Brownell said. It

Rules Organization 
Can't Be Penalized 
for Officer’s Untrue 
Non-Red Affidavit. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (AP) 
~The National Labor Relations 
Board has been held to be pow- 
erless to act against a union as 
a whole if one of its officers 
files a false non-Communist 
oath, 

And, said the United States 
Court of Appeals in a unanimous 
opinion late yesterday, it makes 
no difference if the union's 
membership is aware of the false 
sweaiing. 

This left |the Government 
with the alternative of asking 
the Supreme Court to overturn 
the Appeals Court ruling or ask- 
ing Congress to tighten the Taft- 
Hartley Labor Relations Act, 
which requires labor union of- 
ficers to file non-Communist af- 
fidavits. 

For the time being at least, 
the NLRB; appeared. to be 
blocked in fts efforts to strip 
from certain unions such rights 
as taking part in collective bar- 
gaining elections on the ground 
their officers had falsely denied 

ed ties. 

Involwes Fur, Leather Union. 

The Appeals Court ruling in- 
volved the 100,000-member In- 
ternational Fur and Leather 
Workers union. Its president, 
Ben Gold, was convicted last 
April of filing a false non-Com- 
munist affidavit in 1950, These 
affidavits must be filed with the 
NLRB each year. 

The next month, immediately 
after Gold was re-elected, he 
submitted a non-Communist oath 
for the ensuirg 12 months. 

In a proceeding which the 
NLRB initiated immediately af- 
ter Gold’s conviction, an order 
was issued rejecting his 1954 af- 
fidavit and holding the union 
not entitled to board benefits. 

This was the first such pro- 
ceeding to reach the Appeals 
Court in which the NLRB relied 
on “union awareness.” The court 
said in this connection: 

“The absence of authority in 
the board to deprive the union 
of its compliance status under 
section 9 (B) cannot be supplied 
by memBérship awareness of the 
falsity of the affidavit. 

Terms It Congress’s Job. 

“Congress explicitly provided 
a criminal penalty for false non- 
Communist affidavits. 
sumed that this threat of crimi- 
nal sanctions would be a suffi- 
cient deterrent to false swear- ' 
ing by union officers. If these 
sanctions have proved insuffi- 
cient, it is for Congress, not the 

rd, to provide new ones.” 

The Supreme Court last April 
ruled that the NLRB had no au- | 
thority to challenge non-Com- 
munist affidavits filed by union 
officers. It refused to review a 
lower court ruling against the 
NLRB on this issue. The circuit 
court had pointed out that the 
authority to inquire into the 
truth or falsity of an affidavit 
rested with the Department ot 
Justice and if it doubted such 
affidavits it could file perjury 


charges. 

In a footnote, the court said 
the Taft-Hartley Act does not 
“empower the board to reject 
Gold's 1954 affidavit on the 
ground his 1950 affidavit was 
false.”

BILLS READY FOR 
SENATE ACTION 


3 Measures Approved by 
Committee— One 
Would Set Up 5-Man 


Commission.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 16— 
Three bills to complete reor- 
ganization of Missouri's mental 
health programs were reported 
today to the Senate after being 
approved in amended form by 
the Senate Public Health Com- 
mittee last night. . 

The major bill would create a 
five-man commission to head the 
state division of mental diseases, 
the agency which operates Mis- 
souri’s eight mental hospitals 
and institutiens. The division 
is now headed by a director ap- 
pointed by the Governor. 

The commission would com- 
prise three doctors skilled in the 
treatment of mental and nervous 
disorders, and two lay members 
experienced in hospital or busi 
ness administration. They would 
be appointed by the Governor 
for staggered five-year terms, 

Aim of Commission Setup. 

This administrative change, 
designed to place the operation 
of the state mental hospitals in 
professional hands, was recom- 
mended by a special Senate 
study committee headed by Sen- 
ator Albert M. Spradling Jr. 
(Dem.), Cape Girardeau, which 
made an 18month study of these 
institutions.

Powers of Commission. 

The new commission would be 
empowered to name the director 
ef the division of mental divi- 
sions. It was given a free hand 
to fix the qualifications and sal- 
ary of the director, and could 


appoint a non-resident to the | 
job if necessary to go outside | 


Missouri to find a qualified per- 
son. 

The original bill provided the 
director must be a resident of 
Missouri and fixed his salary at 
$7500 a year. These restrie- 
tions were eliminated by an 
amendment approved by the 
Public Health Committee. The 
committee also decided that the 
director should serve at the 
pleasure of the commission, in- 
stead of being limited to a four- 
year term as originally proposed. 

The commission would be 
charged with fixing professional 
standards in the state mental 
institutions, including those for 
the care of patients, training of 
personnel and establishment of 
treatment programs. It would 
also direct all research projects. 

Commitment Law Revision. 

Another bill- approved last 
night would correct defects in 
the 1953 voluntary commitment 
law which was held unconstitu- 
tional by the Missouri Supreme 
Court. The third would repeal 
the present law placing. control 
of the mental diseases division 
under an independent director. 

A fourth bill recommended 
by the study group was recently 
passed the Senate, and is 
now pending in the House. It 
authorizes the establishment of 
six mobile psychiatric clinics to 
Serve outstate areas which do 
not now have mental health 
services. 

A bill designed to prevent col- 
lection agencies from engaging 
in a practice of law unless they 
employ attorneys was introduced 
today by Senator Charles L. 
Madison of Kansas City. 

The bill would redefine the 


practice of law to include the 


collection of accounts and debts. 
By inference, it would mean that 
collection. agencies would be 
practicing law, if in connection 
with their operations they 
threatened legal action when 
persons failed to pay accounts 
the agencies were attempting to 
collect. 

The House today tentatively 
approved a bill to place state 
employes who are working under 
the merit system on a 40-hour 
Work week. 

Anti-Discrimination Bill. 

Among bills introduced in the 
House today was one submitted 
by Representatives A. Clifford 
Jones (Rep.), Clayton, and J. B. 
Moore (Rep.), Hamilton, which 
would prohibit discrimination in 
State employment because of 
“race, creed, color, or political 
or organization affiliation.” It 
would specifically exclude per- 
sons affiliated with any group 
advocating - overthrow of the 
Goverment. 

Violation of the provisions 
of the bill would be a misde- 
meanor punishable by a maki- 
mum fine of $5000 and a year 
in jail. Any official, or subor- 
dinate, olating the measure 
would forfeit his office, or em- 
ployment.

Accused of Splitting 
$299,000 Cut on Insur- 
ance Fees Paid by Dis- 
tillery Workers.

NEW YORK, Feb. 16—Two 
gangsters and a union official 
are chargéd with receiving hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in 
kick-backs from union welfare 
funds in “a new concept of labor 
racketeering.” 

“Little Augie” Pisano and 
George Scalise, associates of the 
late Al Capone and other gang- 
sters, were indicted yesterday 
on charges of conspiracy and 
bribery, along with Sol Cilento, 
suspended secretary-treasurer of 
the AFL Distillery Rectifying 
and Wine Workers International 
Union. 


Coming after a three-year in- | 


vestigation by the office of Dis- 
trict Attorney Frank S. Hogan, 
the indictment charged the three 
with splitting at least $299,000 
between 1952 and 1954 by cut- 
ting in on the commissions of a 
Newark (NJ. insurance broker 
who was set up in business by 
gangsters to handle the welfare 
funds of the 30,000-member 
union. 
How They Operated. 

Hogan charged that the three 
men discarded such racket meth- 
ods as extortion and the looting 

of union funds—for which Scal- 
ise once served a seven-year 
term—in favor of a more com- 
plicated but refined shake-down 
scheme. The prosecutor said it 
worked as ‘follows: 

The three men “threw” mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of union 
welfare business to Louis B. 
Saperstein, the broker. In re- 
turn, Saperstein cut them in for 
40 per cent of the commissions. 
He also paid them 50 per cent 
of the commissions he received 
from the welfare payments on 
behalf of other unions, Hogan 
said. 

Saperstein, sentenced to five 
years for contempt last year for 
refusing to talk about the 
scheme, changed his mind and is 


DULLES CALLS U.N. 
BUFFER AGAINST 
SHARP CLASHES 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (UP) 
—Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles called the United Na- 
|tions yesterday “an almost és- 
‘sential buffer” against sharp 


‘clashes between nations. 

He told the United States 
Committee for the United Na- 
‘tions that the U.N.’s role “is of 
‘tremendous importance” to the 
world. 

He cited U.N. work on the 
case of American flyers “wrong- 
fully held by the Chinese Com- 
munists” and efforts to avoid 
the tnreatening situation in the 
‘Formosan straits as important 
‘recent work of the United Na- 
tions. 

In neither case, he said, did 
the U.N. achieve “sudden or 
spectacular” solutions, but that 
does not mean the organization 
is not important. 

“It is an almost essential buf- 
fer between sharper clashes,” 
Dulles said. 

“It affords a forum in han- 
dling matters without which na- 
tions would be reduced to deal- 
ing directly and often roughly, 
perhaps in a war-making man- 
ner.”

FORT SILL, Okla., Feb. 16

Maj. Marion Green, of Law- 
ton, Okla., said the first com- 
mittee was organized after a 
winter in which 350 of 700 
American prisoners were mur- 
dered, starved or died unat- 
tended of various illnesses. 

Committee Suggested. 

The North Koreans suggested, 
he said, that if the P.O.W.s 
would write a letter to Kim Il 
Sung, president of North Korea, 
and tell him they would like to 
form a committee they might get 
better living conditions. 

They said they asked Nugent to 
write the letter and take over 
the committee because he had 
been a P.O.W. longer than any 
of the others. He was reluctant, 
Green said, and finally Lt. Col. 
John J. Dunn (then a major) 


told him to “go ahead and see | 


what they've got.” 

Nugent finally agreed to or- 
ganize a committee, he said, 
when the North Koreans prom- 
ised to give the P.O.W:s seed 
s0 they could try to raise food 
for themselves. Shortly after 
that, they held the first me&ing 
in Camp 7. 

Led Long March. 

Green said that on an eight- 
day P.O.W. march from South 
Korea deep into North Korea 
in November 1950, Dunn, as sen- 
jor officer, told him and Nu- 
gent to lead the columns of 
P.O.W.s and march as slowly as 
possible. 

During the eight days, he said, 
they lost 80 men, most of them 
murdered by the North Koreans 
for being too weak to walk. 
When the march ended; they 
were shoved into a small school- 
house. 

Men were dying every day. 
The ground was frozen too hard 
to. dig graves and the other 
Americans placed the bodies in 
old foxholes and covered them 
with brush.

HIGH TEA PRICE 
BRINGS BRITISH 
TO BOILING POINT 


LONDON, Feb. 16 (AP)—The 
price of tea has become a big 
issue in Britain, where tea com- 
mands much the same respect 
that coffee gets in the United 
States. A use-less-tea campaign 
is under way. 

Tea is selling at $1 to $1.15 a 
pound, That is more than three 
times the prewar rate. While it 
is less than the price of much of 
the tea sold in the United States, 
incomes here are lower. 

Members of the Labor party 
are demanding the government 
check tea prices by reimposing 
controls abandoned in 1952. Tea 
was rationed during World War 


The Churchill government is 
determined to ride out the 
storm, cofident that the price of 
tea will eventually stabilize it- 
self in a free market. The gov- 
érnment takes the position that 
the price rise is world-wide. 
Laborites accused the tea deal- 
ers of profiteering. 

The tea price issue is ranking 
with foreign policy in sparring 
for the next general election. 
The Conservatives’ five-year | 
term runs into next year, but 
Prime Minister Churchill can 
call an eleetion before then.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Most of us take for granted that 
the big beautiful public schools we 
see everywhere will provide training 
and education for our children. This 
is not true. 

Many of our children are denied 

, education and not admitted to our 
schools because they cannot meet 

, the educational standards set by 
the State Department of Education. 
Under the present permissive law a 
few school districts now have a few 

. Special classes that are doing a good 

. job for a few mentally retarded chil- 
dren, but many more special classes 
are needed in many more schoo! dis- 
tricts. 

There is another whole group of 
forgotten children who fall just be- 
low the requirements of the Missouri 
Department of Education “Special 
Class” regulations and for these 
mentally deficient children no train- 
ing at all is provided by the Depart- 
ment of Education. 

Many of these rejected children 
can become useful and acceptable 

. members of the community if given 
the schooling they are entitled to as 
citizens of our country. 

House Bill No. 27 in the Missouri 
Legislature will amend our state edu- 

- cation law to include these forgotten 
children in the educational system of 
Missouri as they are in many other 
states. 

I feel your readers would like to 
know that following a hearing Feb. 
8, House Bill No. 27 was unanimously 
approved by the House Committee 
on Child Welfare. I hope your news- 
paper will keep the public informed 
on the progress of this important bill 
as it travels through the House, on 
to the Senate, and I hope with the 

- continued interest and support of 
civic-minded citizens, to the law 
books of our state.

Missourians are entitled to know which of 
their State Representatives decided to keep pub- 
lic business secret from the public. 


This was done by a 76-to-41 vote of the House 
not to require a record vote in its committees. 
Here the House abandoned its own past healthy 
practice of telling the public how committee 
members voted. It also abandoned the rules of 
the State Constitution, Article III, Section 22: 

Each committee shall keep such record of 
its proceedings as is required by rule of the 
respective houses and this record and the 
recorded vote of the members of the com- 
mittee shall be filed with all reports on bills. 


Nobody who can read plain English could mis- 
construe those words. Yet House Democratic 
leaders had the temerity to argue for the rule 
of secrecy, under which bills of high public im- 
portance may now be advanced or knifed in the 
dark of committee, without the public ever being 
told who did the deed.

Perhaps some of the gloom 
that shone through the oratory at Chicago last 
week-end was due to a sneaking realization that 
the problem is not geographical after all. Recon- 
structing the world in the image of the Nean- 
derthal wing of the G.O.P. is no easier to do in 
the Middle West than it is on the seaboard. 
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A City College for St. Louis? 

The establishment of a free, four-year city col- 
lege has been brought up again in connection 
with the current school board campaign. At a 
meeting of the St. Louis Public School Patrons’ 
Alliance seven board candidates approved the 
idea, but they did point out. that the school 
board has prior responsibilities. 

The board's job, first of all, is to provide ade- 
quate elementary and high school education for 
the pupils of St. Louis. This takes every penny 
of its present revenues. Indeed there is a need 
for additional classrooms and more teachers be- 
yond the board’s resources. That is why it is so 
important for the voters to maintain the school 
tax at its present rate of $1.15 instead of letting 
it slip back to 89 cents. 

There is one favorable factor concerning a city 
college. That is the existence of the merged Har- 
ris and Stowe teachers colleges. The new, de- 
segregated institution could be made the nucleus 
of a co-educational college granting degrees in 
the arts and the sciences. The trend in teacher 
education away from courses concerned largely 
with teaching methods also favors the eventual 
admission of students interested in other careers 
than teaching. 

But if a city college is to be more than a 
glorified extension of high school—and it cer- 
tainly should be—important additions will have 


to be made to faculty and facilities. And such ° 


expansion can hardly be considered so long as 
there is still need for improvement at the pre- 
college leyel. It would be helpful however if 
serious thought were given to the essential ele- 
ments of a city college. Only in that way can 
mistakes be avoided when the opportunity for 
action does come. 

Wisely or unwisely, more and more employers 
are demanding a college degree as they once de- 
manded a high school diploma. If this trend con- 
tinues, St. Louis may find it necessary to follow 
New York and other cities in the establishment 
of a municipal college. But it would be folly to 
establish a college at the expense of pre-college 
training. Students will not profit if a budget 
now devoted essentially to 12 years of schooling 
is made to cover 16—and those last four more 
costly than any of the preceding. 

The community should realize from the very 
start that a free college will cost money. 
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More Doubtful Than Ever 


Joseph Campbell's fitness to serve as Comp- 
troller General of the United States has been 
brought into question by a new development. 
The former Atomic Energy commissioner had 
been a doubtful nominee as “watchdog of the 
treasury” because his role in the most contro- 
versial subject to come before AEC, the Dixon- 
Yates contract, had been to tag along after 
Chairman Lewis Strauss. 

Now, as James Free reports for the North 
American Newspaper Alliance, it is learned that 
Mr. Campbell believes the AEC should be “po- 
litically responsive” to the executive branch of 
the government. He said so in a letter to the 
Joint Committee on Atomic Energy, Mr. Free 
reports. Consequently, Senator Gore of Tennes- 
see and others on the committee before which 
Mr. Campbell is up for corifirmation are won- 
dering whether he thinks the General Account- 
ing Office, which as Comptroller General he 
would head, should. be “politically responsive” 
also. 

Both AEC and GAO are independent agencies. 
If either were politically responsive to anyone 
its independence would he at an end. The Sena- 
tors considering whether to recommend confir- 
mation or rejection of Mr. Campbell’s nomina- 
tion will do well to consider this point of “po- 
litical responsiveness” with the utmost care. A 
watchdog responsive to a command to look the 
other way would be no watchdog at all.

This list is for the deserving—those citizens 
who know the difference between real meal and 
anything else. Anything else is likely to be akin 
to flour—powdery and soft. Meal is rougher, and 


_ the cornbread it makes is stuff for a man to 


crunch upon. It does his teeth good, and his 
palate too. Some folks think it is good for the 
soul as well. 


. South Africa Cries for Help 

Some of South Africa’s harsh inconsistencies 
are Degirining to plague its government. It had 
barely chosen Johannes Strijdom as Prime Min- 
ister to succeed the headstrong Dr. Malan when 
its Bureau of Racial Affairs began to appeal for 
more immigration from Europe. 


The Malan government, however, had been 
definitely hostile to British settlers and all other 
whites but the Boers. Many British families 
puliéd up stakes and moved to Rhodesia or else- 
where after having been in South Africa for sev- 
era] generations. This hardly indorses invitations 
from Cape Town. 


‘Strijdom is more violent in his racist and 


. ariti-British views than his predecessor. He is in 
a greater hurry to take South Africa out of the 
.Cotmmonwealth. And he wants to drive the col- 


‘dred population into new, completely separated 
areas. He is. especially worried because the col- 
ored birth rate is higher than the white. 

But even the Strijdoms of this world are af- 
fected by facts. With half-a-dozén Negroes in 
South Africa for each white man, it has been 


- impossible to develop the country’s resources 


without Negro help. And that help could not be 
confined to the inhumanly hot diamond mines. 
The prosperity of the country has demanded 
that the Negroes acquire even higher skills. And 
they have done so. 

Now Sttijdom calls for stronger measures 
against these workers, skilled and unskilled. He 
wants Europeans to replace them and to offset 


them. Yet he is hostile toward the largest Euro- 


pean element already. in the country. Surely this 
is nationalism carried to the brink of folly. 
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A Worm’s View of the Road 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


An engineer says old-fashioned automobiles were safer than 
new low-slung cars because they gave high-seated driver a bet- 
ter view of road; many accidents due to inability to judge 
distance; truck drivers, riding high, have low accident rate.

One important factor in automobile 
design has been mistakenly evaluated 
by the public and by automobile de- 
signers alike, with the result that many 
of the most recent models are less safe 
than the designs they are sup d to 
be an improvement upon. This factor 
is the height of the vehicle—overall 
height, and more particularly the height 
of the driver’s line of sight. 


The most obvious advantage of height 
is illustrated by cars approaching each 
other over a hilltop. The higher the 
driver’s line of sight and the higher 
the approaching vehicle, the sooner the 
driver will see it. ¢ 

For example, the drivers of two 
Model T Fords, approaching over a 
vertical curve with a radius of 2000 
feet, will see each other when still 320 
feet apart. If instead the two cars 
are the latest low-slung models, with 
lines of sight only 48 inches above the 
pavement and the car tops not more 


than eight inches higher, their distance 


apart, when they first sight each other, 
will be only 260 feet. 

When it is considered that the late- 
model cars are likely to be traveling 
upwards of 60 miles an hour, and the 
Model-T’s not over 45, the tremendous 
increase in the inherent dangers of the 
situation is obvious. ' 


A horrible accident that happened in 
one of the: western states is only one 
of thousands of this type. A convertible 
came over a rise “on the wrong side of 
the road too fast to get back into its 
lane” and crashed into a truck carrying 
hot asphalt. Any of the occupants who 
might have survived the terrific crash 
were burned to death by the hot asphalt 
showered upon them by the force of the 


collision. 

Highway engineers are rfectly 
aware of the importance of sight dis- 
tance. Modern specifications call for 
rounding off the crests so that the sight 
distance will not fall below a certain 
minimum. 

In certain types of terrain this one 
item in the specifications may call for 
large expenditures. Yet no sooner is the 
new highway completed than it is ren- 
dered. obsolete by the manufacturers’ 
latest modéls in which a complete re- 
design, achieved after an incredible 
amount of effort on the part of the de- 
signers, has permitted a further lower- 
ing of the overall height. 

. It is obvious that the danger at crests 
could be somewhat alleviated by requir- 
ing all vehicles to carry amber lights at 
least 6 feet above the ground, but 


there is another advantage of height 
that is even more important than being 
able to see over verticle curves, and it 
would not be helped a bit by such a 
requirement. 

Many accidents are due to the driv- 
er’s inability to judge distances and 
speeds correctly. Beyond a hundred 
feet or so, binocular vision is useless. 

Of the various methods of judgirig 
distances, that which relies on perspec- 
tive is by far the best for the operator 
of a motor vehicle. If he is seated high 
up, as in most modern busses and in 
many trucks, his perspective is greatly 
improved. 

That the bus driver can put his huge 
vehicle down the highway at speeds of 
70 miles an hour, meeting equally wide 
trucks with only a few inches to spare, 
and overtaking and passing vehicles 
with precision even though he' does not 
have the ability to accelerate that the 
car owner has, makes him seem pos- 


sessed of superhuman skill. He isn’t. 
Move him down to the car driver’s level 
and he wouldn’t be able to do so well. 


If there is any doubt to the import- 
ance of vehicle and driver heights, the 
large number of high-seated trucks and 
busses on the road should provide a 
basis for gathering statistics. The writer 
recalls seeing a news item in which 
surprise was expressed over the results 
of a statistical study that showed that 
old-modeL,cars were involved in fewer 
accidents, proportionately, than new- 
model cars. 


At present the accident rate for 
trucks is about one-fourth that for cars, 
Many factors enter, but part of the 
large. difference could be driver-seat 
height. 

Realization that sight has a lot to do 
with the highway safety problem has 
taken the form of increasing window 
areas to the extent that the driver can 
see all.of his fenders. Useful as this 
may be in parking, it is of no value in 
high-speed highway driving.

A Texas Hero 


THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF SAM HOUSTON 
edited by Donald val and Harry Herbert 
Ullom. (University of Oklahoma Press; $5.) 
The Autobiography of Sam Houston 
is a collection of papers and letters 
rather than an ordinary autobiography. 
The material is assembled with reason- 
able continuity, and the editors have 
done a capable job of filling in the 
gaps when necessary. , 


The book serves two purposes, First, 
it brings Sam Houston, the man, out of 
the blur of history into sharp focus, He 
emerges as a man of high pu and 
great personal integrity, as well as what 
is commonly known as a “colorful 
character.” It is obvious that he had 
eccentricities that an ordinary person 
could not afford, but Sam Houston was 
not an ordinary person. This is clear- 
ly demonstrated by the fact that he 
resigned as Governor of Tennessee be- 
cause he refused to fight with a wom- 
an (his wife of three months), then 
left her to go back and live with the 
Indians. His resignation closed one 
public career which in itself would 
probably have been noteworthy, It 
was after this that Houston rose to 
the position which he now occupies in 
the history of Texas. His complete un- 
willingness to compromise his 
ideals and the tenacity with which he 
pursued his goals helped to make him 
one of the great men in the history of 
the United States. 


Secondly, the book clearly outlines 
some of thé difficulties involved in the 
formation of the Union. In our day we 
sometimes forget that the United States 
was not always a strong and integrated 
nation. This personal account of the 
early days of Texas may serve as & 
reminder of that fact. 


Sam Houston led the army of Texas 
to victory over Santa Anna at San 
Jacinto, and this success, aided by the 
memory of the Alamo tragedy a few 
weeks before, was the final step toward 
the independence of Texas from Mexico. 
For the next 10 years Sam Houston was 
constantly evident in the politics of the 
new republic of Texas. He felt that the 
republic should eventually become part 
of the United States, and was instru- 
mental in bringing about that annexa- 
tion. With the annexation came the 
Mexican war, and Houston and his be- 


‘loved Texas were involved for the sec- 


ond time in 10 years in conflict with 
the neighboring state. 


Sam Houston served as Senator for 
Texas, and was later elected her Gover- 
While in this office, he tried 
vigorously to keep the state from leav- 
ing the Union at the beginning of the 
Civil War. Finally, in a curious parallel 
to the end of his public career in Ten- 
nessee, he permitted himself to be 
forced out of office. He had refused to 
lead Texas into the Confederacy. This 
ended for good his public life. 


The editors, Day and Ullom,- have 
done a service to the memory_of Sam 
Houston by permitting him to s for 
himself.

torture. This atrophy leaves scar 
tissues in the form of a hardness, 
an intense selfishness, even mer- 


icilessness, proportionate to the 
lamount of exposure and its play 


on the native temperament of 
each child.”

tion. ... Even the less dogmatic 
parents and educators are begin- 
ning to be concerned about the 
repeated exposure of children 
to the sequence of crime and 
violence on television. 

“While, it is not the intent of 
the subcommittee to equate 
crime and violence with bad- 
ness,” says the draft report, “it 
is a problem resulting from the 
repeated exposure of boys and 
= to a sordid and brutal 
are.” 

To illustrate the impact which 
TV has on children, the Senate 
committee cited a survey in 
Washington by Charles Haden 

e as follows: 

“Interviews with 400 families 
owning television in the metro- 
politan area of Washington, D.C., 
revealed that motion picture at- 
tendance has fallen off 49 per 
cent among children of .families 
that owned TV sets for more 
than two years. Children read 11 
per cent fewer magazines, 15.7 
per cent fewer comics and 9.2 
per cent fewer books.” 

Commenting, the draft stated: 

“Young children may . be 
termed a unique group. For 
them television is not intruding 
upon already established pat- 
terns. Because they can watch 
television before they are able 
to read the printed word... . 
They are apt to undergo heavy 
exposure to television in pre- 
school days. Television is fre- 
quently the first teacher.” 

Despite this, the amount of 
violence which the networks are 
dishing out to young children 
has increased rather than de- 
creased.. 


Violence Increasing. 
Citing a study of the seven 
New York TV stations, the re- 
port showed that “the number 
of acts and threats of violence 
had increased substantially be- 


meant 6.2 acts and threats of 
violence per hour. 

“Furthermore, during the 
week of Jan. 4-10, 1953, chil- 
dren’s television hours in New 
York were twice as saturated 
with violence as other hours,” 
the survey stated. 

Another TV survey cited by 
the Senate investigators indi- 
cated that “the domination of 
crime and violence is increas- 
ing rather than diminishing.” 

Summarizing the obvious ef- 
fect of TV programs on juvenile 
crime, the report states: 

“It was found that life is 
cheap; death, suffering, sadism, 
and brutality are subjects of cal- 
lous indifference, and _ that 
judges, lawyers and enforcement 
officers are dishonest, incom- 
petent, and stupid. 

“The manner and frequency 
with which crime is brought 
before the eyes and ears of 
American children indicates a 
complete disregard for psycho- 
logical and social consequences. 

“Television crime programs 
are potentially much more in- 
jurious to children and young 
people than motion picture, ra-

“Fallout” is the word 
now applied to a phenomenon 
that follows the explosion of a 
nuclear weapon. | 

' Such an explosion, if the fire- 
ball touches the surface of the 
earth, draws up large amounts 
of materials into the bomb 
cloud. These materials subse- 
quently fall back to earth as 
radioactive particles over a 
large area, mostly down-wind 
and relatively close to the point 
of explosion — although the 
lighter particles are carried 
great distances. The main 
radioactivity of fallout de- 
creases very, rapidly with time 
~—for the most part, within the 
first hours after the explosion. 
An in-the-air explosion where 
the fireball does not touch the 
earth’s surface does not 
duce any serious radiological 
fallout hazard. 

Since nuclear weapons are in 
possession of the U.S.S.R., the 
Commission believes the Amer- 
ican people wish to be informed 
regarding the dangers of nu- 
clear explosions and the meéas- 
ures which individuals can take 
to protect themselves if an 
atomic attack should ever occur. 
Therefore, the commission has 
condensed in the attached re- 
port the information which can 
be made public at this time on 
the effects of the explosions of 
high-yield nuclear weapons. 

The following excerpts and 
summarized sections contain the 
highlights of the report itself. 
FALLOUT PATTERN OF 1954 

TEST IN THE PACIFIC 

The very large thermonuclear 
device tested at Bikini atoll on 
March 1, 1954, was detonated on 
a coral island and the ensuing 
fallout contaminated an elon- 
gated, cigar-shaped area extend- 
ing approximately 220 statute 
miles down-wind and varying in 
width up to 40 miles. In addi- 
tion, there was a contaminated 
area up-wind and cross-wind ex- 
tending possibly 20 miles from 
the point of detonation. Data 
was collected from 25 points on 
five atolls located from 10 to 
330 miles down-wind (generally 
east) from Bikini atoll. Due to 
an unexpected shift in the di- 
rection of the prevailing winds 
in the higher altitudes, the fall- 
out missed the observation rafts 
that had been placed farther 
north previous to the test fir- 
ing. The estimated contour of 
the pattern of fallout is, there- 
fore, based only in part on data 
obtained from actual measure- 
ments and partly on calcula- 
tions, 

Basis of Estimates. 

Data from this and -other 
tests permit estimates of casual- 
ties which would have been suf- 
fered within this contaminated 
area if it had been populated. 
These estimates assume: ({1) 
That the people in the area 
would ignore even the most 
elementary precautions; (2) That 
they would not take shelter, but 
would remain out of doors com- 
pletely exposed for about 36 
hours; and (3) That in conse- 
quence they would receive the 
maximum Therefore, 
it will be that the 
estimates which follow are what 
might be .ermed extreme esti- 
mates since they assume the 
w-rst possible conditions. — 

On the basis of our data from 
this test and other information, 
it is estimated that, following 


sion, there wis sufficient radio- 
activity in a down-wind belt 
of about 140 miles in le 
and of varying width up to 20 
miles to have seriously threat- 
ened the lives of nearly all 
persons in the area who took 
no. protective measures. 

Some distance farther from 
the point of detonation, at 
about 160 miles down-wind 
and along the axis of the el- 
lipse, the amount of radio- 
activity would have seriously 
threatened the lives of about 
one-half of the persons in the 
area who took ne protective 
measures. 

Near the outer edge of the 
ellipse, or approximately 190 
miles down-wind, it is esti- 
mated that the level of radio-

At a distance of 220 miles or 
more down-wind, it is unlikely 
that any deaths would have 
occurred from radioactivity 
even if persons there had re- 
mained exposed up to 48 hours 
and had taken no safety meas- 
ures. 

The estimates cited above do 
not apply uniformly throughout 
the contaminated area inasmuch 
as the intensity of radioactivity 
within a region of heavy fall- 
out will vary from point to 
point, due to such factors as air 
currents, rain, snow and other 


atmospheric -conditions.- Be- 
cause of this and because most 
persons, if given sufficient 


warning, probably would evacu- 
ate the area or take shelter and 
other precautionary measures, 
the actual percentage of fatali- 
ties could reasonably be pre- 
sumed to be considerably small- 
er than these extreme estimates. 
PROTECTION 
AGAINST FALLOUT

Radioactive material depos- 
ited during the falloyt may or 
may not be visible but would be 
revealed by radiation detection 
instruments such as Geiger coun- 
ters. Any falling dust or ash 
that can seen down-wind 
within a few hours after a no- 
clear explosion should be re- 
garded as radioactive until meas- 
ured by a radiation detection in- 
strument. 

Care should be taken to avoid

pro- | clothing, prompt decontamina- 


tion precautions such as have 
been outlined by the Federal 
Civil Defense Administration 
will greatly reduce the danger. 
These include such simple meas- 
ures as thorough bathing of ex- 
posed parts of the body and a 
change of clothing. 
INTERNAL RADIATION 
EFFECTS. 

Two other factors must be 
considered in evaluating possi- 
ble hazards from radioactive 
fallout. The “first is the effect 
of internal radiation from fall- 
out particles swallowed in foods 
or liquids. The second is the 
effect of radiation upon the 
germ cells which transmit in- 
herited characteristics from one 
generation to another. It should 
be noted that in neither case is 
there — to believe that 
weapons testing programs of the 
United States have resulted in 
any serious public hazard . 

The radioactive’ forms of 
strontium and iodine are the 
constituents of fallout which are 
of principal concern as internal 
sources of radiation through in- 
gestion. The concentrations of 
these su ces from nuclear 
detonations to date have been 
monitored at many localities, 
and the amounts detected have 
been insignificant, compared to 
concentrations which would be 

rdous. 
GENETIC EFFECTS 
OF RADIATION 

There is a wide range of ad- 
missible opinion as to the gen- 
etic effects which radiation 
might have upon future genera- 
tions, and conclusive data are 
not available at present on 
which to base an incontrovert- 
ible forecast. However, it is im- 
portant to recognize that the 
average amount of radiation ex- 
posure received by residents of 
the United States from all nu- 
clear detonations to date has 
been about the same as the ex- 
posure received from one chest 


ical and biological advisers do 
not believe that this small 
amount of additional exposure 
is any basis for serious concern 
at this time. ; 
BLAST AND HEAT EFFECTS 
Two important characteristics 
of any nuclear explosion, other 
than those from fallout, are the 
effects of blast and heat, which 
are of the same nature for a 
thermonuclear bomb as for the 
earlier and smaller atomic 
bombs. The intensity and area 
of the blast and heat effects 
increase in relation to the great- 
er energy yield of the explosion.

A Word About Stoves. 


E are by no means an alt- 

thority on cooking. We can 

produce a pretty fair mess 
of eggs and bacon and our cof- 
fee isn’t too bad, but that’s about 
as far as we go. 

On the other hand, we do 
know a few things about stoves 
and why they don’t always act 
the way they should. 

Lots of floors aren't level and 
that means that a stove placed 
directly on one won't be level 
either. This, in turn, means 
that grease in a pan will flow 
down to one side and cause both 
sticking and burning. The so- 
lution to this one is to place a 
level on top of the kitchen range 
and then insert shims under the 
legs until it is level. 

Modern kitchen ranges are 
pretty autoniatic and this is fine 
as long as all that automatic 
equipment is in good working 
order. We have found, how- 
ever, that a lot of range thermo- 
stats are most inaccurate, This 
means that when you set your 
oven for 500 degrees it may be 
500 degrees and it may be 350, 


and it may be 600. We'd like to» 


be able to tell you just how to 
adjust a range thermostat but 
we don’t know how. You can, 
of course, use an oven ther- 
mometer but it’s a darn sight 
easier to call your local appli- 
ance store or gas dealer and let 
him check this equipment for 
you. Even if he charges a few 
dollars for the job, you'll actu- 
ally save in unburned food, not 
to mention gas and electricity. 

And now that we are on the 
subject, the best sort of flame 
from a gas range is one that is 
about one and one-half inches 
high with a green cone and 
darker blue edges.

Special Classes in St. Louis Schools Provide Visual Aids to Assist Them in Their Work

YPEWRITERS and talking 

books, green chalkboards and 

bluish-white walls are help- 
ing erase the word “handicap” 
from the minds and vocabularies 
of St. Louis school pupils with 
seriously-impaired eyesight. In- 
stead of falling behind in their 
work because of inability to 
read normal printing, they can 
keep up with their classmates 
and look forward to graduating 
right on schedule. 

Some of them have only 20-200 
vision. That means they must 
stand 20 feet from an object to 
discern it as clearly as a normal- 
sighted person can at 200 feet. 
But that limitation doesn’t mean 
they don’t have the opportunity 
to learn just as much—and just 
as rapidly—as others of their 
own age group. 

Throughout their elementary 
and high school years, or as long 
as they need it, they may attend 
sight conservation classes. Five 
rooms, three in elementary 
schools, two in high schools, 
have been equipped especially 
for them and the work is di- 
rected by especially - trained 
teachers who act not only as 
instructors but sometimes as 
counselors. There may be mo- 
ments of discouragement for a 
high school student hoping to 
go on to college. There may be 
times when a first-grader can't 
understand that his sight dis- 
ability won't permit him to romp 
and play with other students 
in the schoolyard. 

The study program, tailored 
for each student, is planned 
by school authorities on recom- 
mendation of examining physi- 
cians, who determine how much 
close work a child may do, and 
whether or not a normal pro- 
gram of physical education would 
possibly cause further eye dam- 
age. 

“The purpose of the program 
is merely to provide equal edu- 
cational opportunities for the 
child with a severe visual im- 
pairment, and this is done 
through the use of sight-saving 


supplies and furnishings,” said 
Harold C. Smith, assistant di- 
rector of education in charge of 
special schools for the Board of 
Education. 
“There's nothing different 
about the method of teaching. 
Only the materials are unique.” 
With state funds — $225 per 
child per year—augmented by, 
local funds, the special class- 
rooms have been established at 
Grant school, where Mrs. Dor- 
othy Hahn is the teacher; Turner 
school, Miss Noneka Douglas; 
Soldan-Blewett High School, 
Miss Mathilde Creimeyer; Clark 
school, Miss Marian Maier, and 
— High School, Miss Alma 
a 


rris. 

Wallis of the five rooms are 
painted a bluish white because 
experiments have shown this 
diffuses the light and absorbs 
less than all white walls. Chalk- 
boards are green, not black, be- 
cause green is easier on the 
eyes. Chaik is especially large, 
at least one inch in diameter. 
Special lighting is under con- 
stant study to make sure the 
students can work under the best 
possible conditions.

OME of the students write 

with soft black pencils on buff 

colored paper, its color and 
rough texture especially recom- 
mended for those with visual 
limitations. Book rests keep 
books at the right angle for easy 
reading, and are important since 
the magnified type requires 
larger book bindings difficult 
and tiring for small students to 
hold. 

Talking books (records played 
on phonographs) enable them to 
learn good literature without the 
strain of reading. 

Special desks with non-glare 
finish have tops which may be 
raised at an angle, another study 
and reading aid. 

Much of the work is done with 
typewriters and even fourth 
graders can be taught the touch 
system. After that, they can type 
out their spelling lessons or 
their history assignments or any 
other school work and rest their 
eyes at the same time. 

The program of sight conser- 


vation begins in the first grade 
—as no close eye activity is re- 
quired in kindergarten — and 
continues through the twelfth. 
Students may be assigned to the 
special rooms only temporarily, 
as after an eye accident, but 
the majority suffer such serious 
defects that they continue 
throughout their school careers. 

Pupils come from all parts of 
the city to the special rooms if 
the examining physician feels the 
tailor-made work is required to 
enable them to keep up with 
their classmates and graduate on 
schedule. At present, there are 
67 pupils in the special classes. 

x* * * 

- LL children in the program, 
\said Smith, must have usable 
vision under the best possible 

study and work conditions. Those 
who are declared legally blind— 
that is, those with vision poorer 
than 20-200—are not eligible as 
they would require even more 
specialized training, including 
Braille. 

“However, the fact that these 
youngsters are assigned to this 
special program doesn’t separate 
them entirely from their class- 
mates,” he said. “Each student 
has his own schedule which he 
follows throughout the day. The 
elementary school pupil attends 
his regular classes with other 
teachers during the periods when 
such subjects as music, art or 
physical education are being 
taught. But when his classmates 
are taking spelling, for instance, 
or reading, he reports back to 
the sight conservation classroom 
where his teacher can help him 


with his work or he can pre- | 


pare his assignments on the 
typewriter. 

“If he is assigned to read a 
portion of a textbook, he studies 
from the special edition which 
uses magnified type. Or if he 
is supposed to prepare a book 
review, he can listen to the book 
on talking records rather than 
try to read it. 

“He might go with his class- 
mates to a social studies class, 
but returns to his sight conser- 
vation classroom to prepare his

“The high school student, on 
the other hand, attends all his 
regular classes and reports to 
the sight conservation classroom 
only in lieu of study hall.”

North probably had only cone 
thought when he bid two hearts: 
the fact that he might easily con- 
vert his part-score into game 
and rubber, but he passed up an 
exceptional opportunity when he 
failed to double two clubs. 

South really had no right to 
bid over the two hearts, but 
(luckily for himself) he decided 
that the club situation, with the 
lead coming up to rather than 
through his hand, meant that 
two no-trump would be at least 
as safe—so he made that bid. 

West doggedly opened a low 
club, and South cashed the ace 
and queen before leading a 
heart. West won with the blank 
ace and shifted to the jack of 
diamonds, to cover dummy’s 10. 
South played low, confident that 
West would think he had “found 
his partner,” but when West con- 
tinued with a low diamond, 
South captured East’s king. 

Declarer led another heart, 
and East had to hold up his king 
to keep the enemy from getting 
two tricks in the suit. Now it 
was tempting for South to cash 
the club king, since he might 
never get back to make it, but 
this play was tantamount to sur- 
rendering the contract, so South 

led a spade to the king. 

West took the spade trick and, 
having observed LEast’s high 
spade, returned the suit. South 
won, cashed the diamond queen 
(thus exhausting East's cards in 
that suit) and then, reading the 
situation perfectly, threw East in 
with another heart. East had to 
give dummy the two tricks which 
fulfilled the contract. 

At that, however, it would 
have been better for North-South 
to pick up 800 points by doubling 
the club bid.
